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LIQUOR LICENSEES 
10F3 IN NEWARK 
ON ARREST LISTS 


According to an article published in the 
Newark News, ‘‘One out of every three holders 
of a liquor license in Newark has a police 
arrest record. For tavern owners alone - as 
distinguished from those who operate package 
stores - the rate increases to almost two out 
of every five licensees.’’ 


The charges that resulted in the arrests, 
according to the Newark News, range from 


gambling and loitering to those of a more serious 
nature including bootlegging, selling narcotics, 
highway robbery and manslaughter. 


One tavern owner, records show, has 
been arrested 27 times and another 14 times. 
The co-owners of another bar and grill have 
compiled a total of 24 arrests in the last 30 
years. 


‘*The fact that a person with a long and 
unquestionably bad criminal record can have a 
license and get it renewed annually must be laid 


at the doorstep of the State’s liquor control law”’, 


said the News. Certainly some new approach to 
liquor control throughout the State should be in- 
troduced if there is to be a honest effort made to 
license only those who will respect the law. 

The Temperance League also recom- 
mends vigorous enforcement of present laws 
by the Division of Alcoholic Beverage control 
which should have additional enforcement 
agents. 

A system whereby a number of points are 
scored against a licensee for each violation with 
automatic revocation of the license when a cer- 
tain number is reached, would help. Under such 





a system however, those with points charged 
against their license would, whenthey approached 
the maximum number allowed, be inclined to 
sell the license and thus evade the final penal- 
ty. Legislation forbidding a transfer when a cer- 
tain number of points were charged against a 
license might help to plug such a leak. 


WHO’S WHO IN THE 
TEMPERANCE LEAGUE 


The Rev. Charles Lee Reynolds, D.D., 
has been a member of the Executive Committee 
of the Temperance League since its organiza- 
tion in 1948. He also sefved in like capacity on 
the Board of the Anti-Saloon League beginning

Dr. Reynolds is an Alumnus 
of Washington-Jefferson Col- 
jiege and McCormack Theo- 
Jlogical Seminary. He was 
ordained 1899 and served 
pastorates in Des Moines, 
Iowa, and Lexington, Ky., 
before accepting a call to 
the Park Presbyterian Church, 
Newark in 1916. From 1928 
to ‘46 he was secretary of the 
Board of Church extension for 
the Presbytery of Newark dur 
ing which time he organized 
10 churches in the Newark area.

EDITORIAL - - 
“DISCRIMINATION” 


Most church leaders would resent being 
accused of practicing discrimination, as for 
example, in connection with racial issues. 

Unfortunately, however, there is a tendency 
to practice discrimination when it comes to 
consideration of certain moral issues. We make 
this observation because many pastors and 
officials are refusing to allow a representative 
of the Temperance League to bring its work 
and needs to the attention of the congregation. 
Their reason? - ‘‘Some members of the congre- 
gation are not sympathetic to such a ministry.”’ 

True, in every church there are those indi- 
viduals who intentionally or unintentionally 
disparage the preaching of temperance, And by 
the same law of average there are in every 
congregation those interested in the Temper- 
ance program. To refuse these latter folk the 
privilege of hearing the League messenger and 
to share in support of the program because some 
would not approve is unfair discrimination. 

The drys have been accusedof being narrow- 
minded - but many wets are intolerant of dry 
opinionto the point of being rude. 

The drys are accused of trying toforcetheir 
beliefs on others - but few there are among 
those who drink who do not by inference or 
ridicule try to pressure the non-drinker into 
following the tippler’s example. 

Mr. Pastor - Mr. Church Official - Is your 
church practicing discrimination? Why not give 
those of your people who are temperance minded 
an opportunity to hear what the League is doing? 
If you think it necessary, provide plenty of 
waming so those who would reject the Temper- 
ance ministry might absent themselves from 
such a service. But most important give those 
who want to know what can be done about the 
alcohol problem opportunity to hear the League 
message. 











Washington Report On es 
Legislation - 84th Congress. 2 


The following Bills are those in which 
the Temperance forces were interested: 

S. 313, Neely, West Virginia, to establish 
the uniform test for drinking drivers in the 
District of Columbia. Reported favorably by 
Senate District Committee. PASSED SENATE 
June 21, 1956, with an amendment added by 
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Senator Morse, Oregon, that any person operating 
a motor vehicle in the District of Columbia 
shall be deemed to have given his consent to 
a chemical test; if he refuses to submit to it, 
the test shall not be given, but the Commission- 
ers shall revoke his license, permit to drive, 
or nonresident operating privilege. SHELVED in 
House District Committee. 

H. R. 11022, Ashmore, S. C., companion to 
S. 313. No action. 

H. R. 8000, Williams, Mississippi, providing 
that, ‘‘No air carrier shall sell or otherwise 
fumish to its passengers alcoholic beverages 
(including wine and beer) for consumption while 
in flight between points within the limits of the 
forty-eight states and the District of Columbia. ’’ 
Reported unanimously by House Interstate and 
Foreign Commerce Committee. Granted a Rule 
by Rules Committee. PASSED HOUSE by sub- 
stantial voice vote, July 25, 1956. Chairman 
Warren G. Magnuson persuaded to poll Senate 
Committee, and all but one voted to report the 
bill favorably. He failed to put the bill on the 
calendar or attempt to bring it up to motion, and 
it dies in Senate. 

H. R. 4627, Siler, Kentucky, to ban alcoholic 
beverage advertising in interstate commerce and 
over the air. No further action in House Committee 
after the hearing in spite of continuing petitions, 
letters, etc. in large numbers. 

S. 923, Langer, North Dakota,to ban alcoholic 
beverage advertising in interstate commerce and 
over the air. No further action in Senate Com- 
mittee after the hearing and demands from the 
public as above. 

H. R. 4697, Smith, Virginia, to add 850 more 
beer outlets in the District of Columbia by per- 
mitting chain grocery stores to have a beer 
license for each of their stores. Withdrawn from 
action by sponsor, June 11, 1956, because of 
opposition of the National Temperance League. 
Brought up again, July 9, 1956 and recommitted 


on point of order, : 
All bills not passed automatically die at 


end of this Congress. 

Because of the interest in S. 313, the chemi- 
cal test bill for the District of Columbia, and 
H. R. 8000, the airlines safety bill, we believe 
it will be possible to get similar bills enacted 
in the next Congress. It is also hoped that 
some new strategy can be developed on the 
advertising bills which have continuously failed 
to get Committee action. 





We also believe that some legislative action 
may be needed in the next Congress to improve 
conditions resulting from the sale of alcoholic 
beverages to members of the Armed Services. 
We suggest that you and your constituency dis- 
cuss these matters with the candidates for 
Congress during the campaigns this fall. If 
possible, learn from them just what they would 
be willing to do in regard to these important 
legislative matters.

The prevalence of drinking with Company 
permission on such occasions presents an 
ever increasing problem. During the 1955 
Christmas holiday weekend, there were 609 
persons killed in auto accidents and according 
to the National Safety Council some 55 per cent 
were caused by drinking drivers. 





Mr. Don J. C. Drew, a.retired business ex- 
ecutive formerly of Westfield but now living 
near Belvidere, will serve as Chairman of the 
Committee. 


The cooperation of other groups interested 
in highway safety has been solicited. 

Pastors will be asked to call attention to 
the campaign and to urge church folk that they 
lend their influence in encouraging a more 
reverent observence of the Christmas Season. 


QUARTERLY TEMPERANCE LESSON 
OCTOBER 14 
THE TEN COMMANDMENTS 
SCRIPTURE: EXODUS 20:1-21 


The Decalogue sets a standard by which 
man is to be governed in meeting his obliga- 
tions to God and to others. 

It should be emphasized that obedience to 
God’s laws is the only safe course of action. 

God does not repeal His laws because of 
man’s reluctance to obey nor are His laws 
changed out of consideration for profit or per- 
sonal preference. 

The individual’s duty as defined by the 
Commandments is first to God. Drink that may 
become so important to a person that he forgets 
God is better completely forsaken. 

The Commandments also tell that one is 
responsible for his standards of conduct as 
displayed toward others. The use of alcoholic 
beverages which tend to influence adversely 
our relationship with those with whom we come 
in contact cannot be considered as being in 
conformity with God’s plan —.1d purpose.

DO YOU KNOW? 


The average alcoholic who kept on the payroll 
loses about 20 days a year as a result of his 
drinking, although in a recent survey in over 
400 large manufacturing companies fewer than 
one-half per cent of employees are classified as 
problem drinkers, due chiefly to a decisive move 
to fire employees who persist in letting their 
drinking interfere with their work.
